Wiseinorell, J une 30.~—A special report on 
immigration into the United States, prepared 
by the bureau of statistics of the treasury 
department, is soon to be published. No 
official record was made of; the influx of 
foreign population to this country befqre 1820, 
bat immigration from the close of the revo- 
lutionary war to that time is estimated at 
225,000. Arrivals of immigrants from 1821 to 
1896 have reached 15,641,688. Arrivals from 
1871 to 1890 were 8,120,907, or 51.92 per cent of 
the total arrivals from 1821 to 1890. The pro- 
portion of arrivals from Europe has increased 
from 68.89 per cent of the whole immigration 
in the decade from 1821 to 1830 to 91.87 per 
cent in the last decade from 1881 to 1890. 

The following figures give the arrivals of 
each nationality-during the entire period from 
1820 to 1890: Germany, 4,551,719; Ireland, 
3,501,683; England, 2,460,034; British North

This disposes of $85,000 of the interest. 


Among the bonds held by Backer are $500,- | 


000, owned by the Macon Construction Com- 
pany, which built the Geor Southern 
road. These $500,000 in bonds have been 
laced with Backer as_ collateral 
or borrowed money. Therefore, the

lect now. Hence, the actual money Receiver 
Sparks is required to raise if he pays the inter- 
est tomorrow is about seventeen sheneoeed six 
hundred dollars. :

The convention of the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association wit be held in 
New York onthe 8th. 

The association operates sre yearly agree- 


ments, and the convention on the 8th may be = 


considered the organization of the association 
for another year. 

The life of the association depends on the 
roads entering the agreement. So if any of 
the long lines in the association at present 
were to decline to enter an agreement the life 
of the association would be jeopardized. 

The question is, will they all come in? 

The East Tennessee having withdrawn 
from the passenger association, will it stay out 
of the railway and steamship association ? 

Those in a position to know say there is no 
Gonnection between the passenger and freight 
association, and that while the East Tennessee 
has withdrawn from the passenger a3%- 
sociation in order to secure passenger 
terminal facilities, that everything is 
working smoothly in the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association, and the road will, 
without doubt, enter into the yearly agree- 
ment. The only other road in the association 
in which there has been any change, which 
might possibly affect ite coming into the asso- 
ciation this year, is the Western and Atlantic. 
The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
which now controls this road,is not in the 
association, but the same could be said of the 
Southern Passenger Association, and the 
Western and Atlantic has not withdrawn 
from that. It can be said, too, with 
certainty that it will again sign the agreement. 
The convention in New York will then be but 
little more than a formal renewal of the agree- 
ments under wnich the roads operate. Ex- 
Senator Joseph E. Brown is president of the 


i association. 


On the withdrawal of the East Tennessee 
from the Southern Passenger Association, 
General Passenger Agent Wrenn, of that 
road, is quoted in The Chattanooga Times as 
saying: ‘‘The matter of getting into the depot j 
at Atlanta had very little to do with our with- 
drawing. It was simply a withdrawal be- 
cause the association of late has been prac- 
tically dead. No, sir; there will be no cutting 
of ratesatall.

The petition of Receiver Sparks to borrow 
$87,000 for the purpose of paying off the semi- 
annual interest on the Georgia Southern bonds, 
which has to be paid in July, has been granted. 

Georgia Southern bonds‘have advanced to75 
during the past few days, and are expected to 
advance considerably higher. Mercer univer- 
sity has $30,000 invested in these bonds.

Mr. Andrew Carnégie’s recent financial | 
article has been torn into doll rags by the 
reviewers, 

It will: be recollected that Mr Carnegie 
took the position that it is not money but 
credit thatis tight. He says that all the 
cash of the country constitutes only about 8 
per cent of the medium of exchange used in 
business, and that promises or orders to pay 
make up the remaining 92 per cent. 

The St. Louis Republic accepts these 
statements, and asks how we are going to 
do business with stich a limited supply of 
cash, when the government absorbs one- 
third of it each year. When excessive tax- 
ation or any other drain makes such a hole 
in the country’s cash, credit takes the alarm 
and disappears. So we run the risk of 
losing 92 percent of our medium of ex- 
change whenever the currency is scarcer 
than usual. 

This is not business, No country is on a 
sound financial basis when it tries to make 
92 per cent of paper of private issue in the 
shape of notes and orders piece out only 8 
per cent of cash. The Republic thus states 
the situation: 

Would any busicess man trusta bank doing 
business with 92 per cent credit paper and only 8 
per cent cash thus burdened tocarry it? What bank 
could safely do a business of $92,000,000 a year on 
$8,000,000 cash, if required togay out over $2,000,- 
000 a year in taxes on the privilege of banking? 
Yet if we take Mr. Carnegie’s percentage in con- 
nection with the treasury reports this is now the 
relation of cash, credit and taxation for the busi- 
ness of the entire country. 

Can any business man believe that business is 
safe on such a basis? Does not every business 
man know that'when there is the least strain the 
private money of credit, based on this supply of 
cash, on which excessive taxes have a fiPst lien, 
immediately becomes uncurrent, so that the least 
pressure is enough to make panic imminent? 

Under such.@ system it is no wonder that 
credit gets tight, shamefully and disgrace- 
fully tight. There is but one -effective way 
of bracing up this inebriated factor of busi- 
ness, and that is for the government to in- 
crease the supply of cash. There is no 
sense in forcing the people to get along with 
a mankeshift currency composed of private 
credit paper. — 


A Chapter of Lottery History. 

In his recent strong speech against the 
lottery amendment, the Rey. Dr. Palmer, of 
New Orleans, said: ‘If this lottery can- 
not be destroyed by the forms of law it must 
unquestionably be destroyed by actual revo- 
lation.”’ 

Commenting on this remarkable utterance, 
The New Orleans States reminds Dr. Palmer 
that his church, the First Presbyterian, in 
1822, obtained a lottery charter from the 
legislature. The leading members of the 
church were the directors of the lottery. 


The States says: 

We mention these historical details for the 
benefit’ of future anti orators. Things that are 
immoral per se were immoral in 1822, and will be 
immoral to‘ the end of time. To denounce one 
involves the denunciation of the other, and con- 
sistency, which is said to be a jewel, demands that 
equal curses be heaped upon the lottery of the 
First Presbyterian chureh and the lottery which 
is now applying for a charter for twenty-five 


years. 

This bit of history is interesting, but it 
does not show that the present members of 
the First Presbyterian church are bound to 
endorse lotteries because their fathers saw 
no harm in them. Times change, and 
men change with them, We regard things 
as being morally wrong these days that were 
considered all right by the best of people 
half a century or so ago, and we act accord- 
ing to our honest convictions without slayv- 
ishly adhering to the customs of a former 
age. 

But our contemporary has another point 
to make in the following: 

If the reverend gentleman, whose sphere,is the 
pulpit and not the political platform, had gnown 
that among the vice presidents of the ting 
that he addressed, there were no less thah five 
stockholders of the Mexican Lottery Compan, we 
doubt whether he would have failed so signally to 
mention this twin brother in iniquity, which only 
differs from the Louisiana State Lottery in that 1¢ 
is dishonest. It might have caused a twinge of 
pain to the five stock-gambling vice presidents 
if the rector of the First Presbyterian church 
had urged that if the Mexican lottery could not 
be removed by force of law, the populace should 
resort to revolution. 


It is certainly a queer feature of the anti- 
lottery crusade in Louisiana to see the stock- 
holders of the Mexican lottery taking a 
prominent part in it. Perhaps it would be 
well for Dr. Palmer to first give his own 
party a peek ‘s ugh shaking up before he sug- 
gests a revolutionary uprising against his 
opponents. Altogether, the Lonisiana cam- 
paign beats anything that has been seen in 
this country in many 7 & year. 


Mr. Atkinson Writes a Letter. 

We print elsewhere a letter from Mr, 
Edward Atkinson, relative to some remarks 
recently made in these columns, It is a 
rambling letter, but it is not without interest, 
and we take pleasure in presenting it to our 
readers. We may say at the outset that it 
isa letter full of mistakes as to facts, and 
crowded with arguments that lack the 
backing of reason. 

In the first place, we have been careful 
to print every letter that Mr. Atkinson has 
sent us, particularly those dealing with the 
negro question, and we have taken especial 
pains to discuss and explain every important 
point which he raised in these articles. 
The probability is that Mr. Atkinson failed

Itisa pity, 
too, perhaps, that THe CONSTITUTION can- 
not hear from Mr. Atkinson more frequently, 
for it has a great admiration for his ability, 
as well as for his energy, which almost 
amounts to genius. It gives us pleasure,

‘make an exception of politics, in Nich the 
southern negro shines like a morning star, 
we may say that a 
to the question would be in the affirmative, 
and yet this affirmative reply would be mis- 
leading unless Mr. Atkinson understood the 
situation better than he seems to understand 
it. Wedo not know much about the intel- 
lect of the negro. Nodoubt it exists in an 
embryonic state, but we have never had the 
pleasure of observing any specially remarka- 
ble results that could be traced to it. We 
shall therefore have to judge the race by the 
race itself and not by the exceptions that have 
appeared from time to time—the exceptions 
being mainly of mixed blood. We do not 
see how Mr. Atkinson or anybody else can 
help it if the Almighty, in implanting in the 
bosom of the Caucasian the impulse to rise 
out of savagery into civilization, failed to 
bestow that gift on the native African. It 
is a mystery which we may not criticise. 

We have no doubt that there are negroes 
in this country today who, so far a super- 
ficial equipment goes, are intellectually 
superior to the tackies who inhabit the 
backwoods of New England and the south. 
Yet the superiority is superficial merely. 
Books are mere stimulants to education; 
they do not educate. The most ignorant 
white man—the poorest of the “‘poor white 
trash’? in New England or the south—knows | 
infinitely more of the duties and responsi- | 
bilities of citizenship, and is more alive to 
the suggestions and demands of patriotism 
than the most highly educated negro in the 
country. No-one claims that a phono- 
graph is educated because it is able to talk 
all the languages. 

Mr. Atkinson bunches the rest of his 
questions in a way that compels us to deal 
with them hurriedly and superficially. The 
negroes are improving very rapidly—those 
who have ceased to depend on the promises 
of the republican party more rapidly than 
the rest. The more sensible of them, 
though they have been told by the repub- 
licans that they are ‘“‘the wards of the 


nation,’’ have never asked anybody to take 
1 care of them. 


What Mr. Atkinson saw on 
his recent trip we do not know, but there 
are not more white loafers than black ones, 
the preponderance being the other way. 
There are not more white and black loafers 
visible to the eye of the traveler in the south 
than are to be seen in New England, 
especially in New Hampshire and along the 
Vermont Central. 

As to the railways and their business 
judgment in hauling the races separatelythere 
is this much tobe said: It is not a matter 
of business judgment at all; it is the result 
of the irresistible pressure and demand of 
public opinion, The roads simply recognize 
a fact and deal with it the best theycan. 
We have long been of the opinion that the

ing in real wisdom and business Y, 
but he would be idiotic indeed if he did not 
heed the demands for separate passenger 
accommodations. _ 

So much for this portion of Mr. Atkin- 
son’s letter. We shall deal with his silver 
chatter hereafter. 


The Railroad Commission and the oe 
’ Extortion. 

We print in another column the report of 
an interview with Hon. L. N. Trammell, 
chairman of the railroad commission. What 
Colonel Trammell says is both interesting 
and important, and the fact that the com- 
mission has already taken cognizance of the 
extortion put in operation by the railroad 
combination will gratify and reassure the 
péople. 

The commission has had this extortion 
under advisement for some time, and has 
conferred with the governor on the subject, 
applying for an attorney to represent the 
people and the commission before the inter- 
state commission. The letter of Governor 
Northen, in response to the application, is 
embodied in the report of the interview with 
Chairman Trammell. By a combination of 
circumstances, which may not be relished 
by the railroads, but which will be thor- 
oughly appreciated by the people, who are 
the victims of the extortionate tax on coal, 
the whole matter will be brought to the at- 
tention of the legislature. The governor, 
on account of the continued illness of the 
attorney general, has been compelled to em- 
ploy a competent attorney to attend to the 
business of that office. As no provision has 
been made to meet these expenses, Gov- 
ernor Northen has determined to refer the 
letter of the commission to the legislature, 
which meets one week from today. 

This will bring the whole matter before 


‘the general assembly in a neat and conven- 


jent shape, and we have no doubt that that 
body will be able to deal with the extortion 
as promptly and as effectually as its import- 
ance deserves. 

The incident serves to show that the com- 
mission is as watchful of the interests of 
the people as ever.

‘Keeping track of ‘the product discounted the 
internal revenue lawsof the United States. 
From official figures it has been ascertained 
that 1767 the export was only 200 chests in a 
year. Under the fostering care of the East In- 
dia Company in 1793 the sales yjelded £250,- 
000 ; in 1808, £594,978; in 1830 th® profits were 
£1,000,000 sterling; in 1843, about £2,000,000, 
and in 1858, £3,500,000. In1873 the area under 
poppy in Bengal was 560,000 acres; the num- 
ber of chests sold, 42,675; the sum realized, 
£6,067,701, giving a.net revenue of £4,259,376. 
This was from the amount exported from Cal- 
cutta. About thesame amount was sent from 
Bembay, making the average exports about 
£12,000,000 sterling, of which about £8,000,000 
was net profit, or about one-seventh of the 
whole revenne of the government of India 
from all sources. 

A receng writer from India thus describes a 
scene which he witnessed under the “glorious 
protection of the British flag”’ : 

One morning, coming from the native city to 
my house, Isawin the yardof the government 
bungalow aEuropean seated at a table in front of 
histent. Around him were a number of “Sepoys, 
or native policemen. In front of bim ‘on the 
ground in rows were about 200 natives?) When 
Opposite him on the road,a mifidie-aged native 
from the crowd ran to me, and, throwing himself 
on the ground, grasped me about the legs, and 
put his forehead on my shoes: then, still kneeling 
with his bare knees.on the stony road, he held up 
in one hand a papef andin the other a few rupecs, 
saying that the oflyoon wala sahib had made hi 
take a contract by which he was to plant so much 
land in poppy, and had given him ¢o much money 
as advance ;payment, He urgently pleaded with 
tears that it was against his religion, his easte, 
his custom to raise opium; that he «wanted to 
raise bread for his family. He begged me to in- 
tercede with the opium agent toannul the con- 
tract. I lifted him up and told him that I would 
like to help him, but could do nothing whatever, 


‘and would not dare to interfere with the sircar or 


government officers. A number of these natives 
went ™ the magistrate of the district, who re- 
monstrated ‘with the agent, but the latter sug- 
gested that he would show more discretion if he 
attended to his own business. Thousands of na 

tives were seized by the Sepoys, and brought in 
and compeied to accept contracts, for they were 
unable to sign their names to them and to receive 
advances of money. 

While the local agents of the British govern- 
ment were thus activein increasing the out- 
put, the opium drummer was hard at work 
creating a market. It has been established 
that English agents, arriving in Chinese towns 
where the use of the drug was unknown, have 
distributed it free, so that in the year follow- 
ing they could find a ready sale for it from these 
poor wretches whom they had ruined. 

These facts are related to show that the En- 
gland, which sought to use the “thirteen colo- 
nies’”’ for revenne; which has trampled upon 
the rights of New Foundland; which has de- 
bauched two empiresin the east, is at all times 
the same—cruel, brutal and avaricious!

Sir: Your Jetter of recent date, 
calling my attention “to the “Act to enlarge 
the powers of the railroad commission of 
Georgia; to prescribe for them additional 
duties, and for other purposes,” ene De- 
cember 19, 1890, has been received. 

I note that you further say that “the com- 
mission called the attention of the officials of 
said roads to the fact, and urged upon them the 
propriety of changing such rates,” and that 
the roads have declined to make the changes 
suggested by the commission. 

You further say that the commission has, 
therefore, determined to present the facts to the 
interstate commerce commission and appeal to 
it for relief, as provided forin the act referred | 
to; and that the “act further provides that the 
commission, in all work devolving upon it in 
this connection, shall receive, on application, 
the services of the attorney general of the 
state. In the absence of the attorney general, 
we deem it proper to report these facts to 
you, and to state that we are prepared to fur- 
nish the data and facts necessary for insti- 
tuting said. proceedings to whomsoever you 
may designate to represent the attorney general 
in this matter.” 

In reply, I beg to say that the continued ill- 
ness of the attorney general makes it impossible 
for him to render you such aid as would be es- 
sential in this matter; and further, to say that, 
in the continued illness of the attorney general, 
I have been compelled to employ the services of 
a competent attorney to discharge the duties 
devolving upon that office, at a very heavy ex¢ 
pense to the state. As there has been no pro- 
vision made by the general assembly to meet 
these expenses, and the contingent fund pro- 
vided by the last session of the general as-

covered, and wheat having weakened, corn also grew 
weak, and with immaterial reactions declined to and 
closed steady at 54'4c.

Crop prospects are 80 universally fine 
all over the North American continent that 
very few speculators are inclined to buy anything. 
There is no improvement in the condition abroad, and 
the indications are that immense quantities of our 
wheat will be taken for export around present prices. 
We think there are still large linesof July oats and 
corn shorts, and that it will be difficult to provide for 
outstanding contracts without advancing prices. The 
weakness in provisions toward the close was princi- 
pally due to the holders selling out July pork. We 
notice the packers and merchants still continue to buy 
lard and ribs, and we think indications point to better 
prices in the near future.

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WORK OF PUTTING UP NEW 
NUMBERS BEGUN. 


THE 


Some Changes and Some Kicking~The Pen- 
alty for Taking Down a Number—Few 
Changes on Whitehall, Etc. 


The work of renumbering the streets has be- 
gun and nice gilt numbers are being placed on 
every house in the city. 

Mr. R. C. Bosche, the well-known sign 
painter, has the contract for the work, and he 


and his assistants are doing it nicely and rap- 


idly. 

A number is placed on every house, regard- 
less of the protest of the cwner, and it must 
not be taken down. The numbers are five by 
three and a half inchesin size, with the fig- 
ures in gilt, nicely varnished. Some people, 
however, want fancy numbers on their houses, 
which they are allowed to have at their own 
ex pense. 

All the streets running east and west be- 
tween Decatur and Peachtree, have been re- 
numbered,except Decatur street and Edgewood 
avenue. 


“We will begin numbering Decatur and 


Edgewood tomorrow,”.said Mr. Bosche yes- 
terday, “which will be Quite a job, as they are 
the longest streets in the city. The numbers 
on Edgewood avenue will run higher than on 
any other street, probably reaching 900. 
Decatur and Marietta streets will run about 
as high. There will be but few changes on 
Decatur street, especially on the business 
part of the street. There will be some 
changes on Marietta, from Forsyth out to the 
city limits, as the houses on that portion of the 
street are scattering and are numbered pro- 
miscuously. There will be but few material 
changes on the principal business streets. 
There will be-none on Broad, but a small 
change will be made on Whitehall. Two 
numbers have been skipped on White- 
ball and we will have to fix them. 
There is no 11 or.no 59 on the 
street now, No. 11 being skipped between Pat- 
terson & Caldwell’s and Heinz &|Berkele’s,and 
No. 59 between Julius Watts and Ryan’s. 
This will be about the only changes on the 
street. 

“Yes, there is some lively kicking, but the 
law requires a@ number to put on every 
house and we have to put them up, in spite of 
their kicking. The penalty for tearing auum- 
ber down after we putit upisa fineof not 
less than $10 and not over $100. Some have 
threatened to tear them down, and some have 
went so far as to seriously talk of bringing suit 
against the city. A lady in north Atlanta did 
some tall kicking. Sherunthe boys off and 
said she wasn’t going to have the blasted tin 
tag over her door and said if they were put up, 
she would not only sue the city, but would 
tear them‘alldown: But we are putting them 
up any way. , 

**The names of several streets have been 
changed lately, and as we go along we change 
the boards on the street corners. We have 
changed Calhoun street to Piedmont avenue; 
Bell, from the bridge to Hunter, to Hill street; 
Morris street to East avenue; Blackman street 
to Summit avenue, and Emma street to North 
avenue.”’ 

‘*‘When do you expect to get through with 
the numbering ?” 

“‘Well, [can hardly say. Itis a big under- 
taking to number every house in Atlanta, but 
I want to get through in time for the new city 
directory.” 

Mr. Bosche has a number of competent as- 
sistants, and the work will be pushed through 
with all possible dispatch. - They are provided 
with plats by the city engineerof each lot, and 
the number that is to go en it plainly marked. 
Twenty-five feet of street front entitles the 
owner to a number, but if there are two 
separate houses on a lot, with only thirty-five 
feet street front, they are given two numbers. 

Numbers, by which houses have been known 
for years, will have to go before the ruthless 
renumberer, and many of the owners are 
kicking vigorously. The numbers have grown 
to be a part of the house, and they regret to 
see them go, but inthe meantime Mr. Bosche’s 
men are tacking them up and tearing the old 
ones down.

But the Expert Adder Failed to See the 
Other Man of the Opposition—A Mis- 
take that Means Much. 


Even those immediately connected with At- 
lanta’s educatiomial system are liable to mathe- 
matical errors.
